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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


OF THE Town OF GrILSUM, FoR THE YEAR ENDING Bite 
RUARY 15, 1901. 


Total number of scholars reported by enumerator be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 15 was 112; boys 47, girls 65. 
The number of scholars attending school has heen 112. 
The aggregate number of weeks’ schooling has been 137%, 
the largest number we have ever had excepting when a 
school was maintained in the South district. 

Realizing to a greater extent than ever before the re- 
sponsibility of the position which we occupy, we cannot 
refrain from trying to impress upon your minds the crying 
need of more effort on the part of parents and others, 
that the children for whom they are responsible should 
regularly attend some school. Each pupil’s progress in 
school work requires his presence in the schoolroom every 
day. Non-attendance means non-progress. Explanations 
of rules and principles given during his absence are rarely 
mastered by him afterwards, and he soon becomes dis- 
couraged and loses interest in his studies. 

Some of us appear to think if our children attend school 
one day in three, or possibly three in five, we have ful- 
filled our obligations, or at least have allayed the fear of 
penalty for violation of law. The statistical table shows 
‘a total of 1,183% days absence, or over 236% weeks of 
school lost to the pupils of this town. 

If our children are to manage affairs of town, state and 
nation, as they will when we pass on, is it not of the ut- 
most importance that they be taught early and all the 
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time to form habits of industry, punctuality, integrity and 
virtue? The mind of childhood is like the cylinder in the 
graphophone, easily impressed; and able to give out what 
it receives of good or ill. Let not parents try to shirk 
theit responsibility ; consequences of negligence or careless- 
ness in the bringing up of children may have disastrous 
effects on a community, and often fall heavily under the 
home roof where it hurts most. ; 

We are in full accord with those parents who feel in 
sympathy for the trials or punishments of their children; 
but we are still bound to say that if children are taught 
daily and hourly if need be to obey at home and at school, 
and are led to expect no sympathy if they disobey, but to 
suffer accordingly, there would be fewer tumults in the 
schoolroom and fewer punishments also. 

We wish parents would visit our schools oftener 
throughout the year, so as to become familiar with the 
every day work and management, for otly by so doing 
can they justly censure of commend. 

In selecting teachers for the different. schools, we have 
for the most part been signally fortunate. It has been our 
aim to secure instructors from our own state, and have been 
able to do so with one exception. 

In the East school, Mrs. Laura E. Bliss, teacher, the 
progress and attendance, with the exception of one family, 
has been extremely gratifying, as has also the deportment. 

In the West school, Miss Alice E. Adams, teacher, great 
praise is due both teacher and scholars for their untiring 
interest in the work, and for the prompt attendance. In 
the spring a prize in the shape of a banner on which were 
the words “First in Attendance’’ was offered to that 
school in town which would show the best record of at- 
tendance. The West school got it, and kept it during the 
year. Will not the other districts make a greater effort to 
obtain it? 

We wish to commend the good work done in the Vessel 
Rock school by Miss Grace A. Mark, whose fine education, 
added to her natural teaching ability, makes of her a su- 
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perior teacher. This school was broken up somewhat, in 
the fall and winter, by sickness, but more from the fear of 
of it than from any other cause. 

In the village, the Primary school, with Miss Mason, 
the always faithful teacher, fulfilled our expectations. 
There has been a large gain in the regular attendance in 
this and the Grammar school, which it gives us great sat- 
isfaction to note. 

Miss T. M. Butterfield, in the Grammar school, showed 
how tireless in effort for good a teacher can be, and was 
rewarded by the lively interest and progress of the pupils; 
but in neither of these rooms can the best work be done, 
crowded as they are beyond a comfortable capacity. 

A feeling is prevalent in the community that another 
room should be arranged in this building which would 
accommodate an intermediate class. As under the present 
arrangement, quite a little expense is incurred in convey- 
ing scholars, could we not combine still more, and, at no 
great outlay of funds, thus secure the best educational in- 
terests of the youth of this and neighboring communities ? 
The subject is worthy your consideration.
